WYCOMBE Wanderers will write yet another chapter in their history 
tomorrow afternoon, when they turn out in front of a bumper crowd of 
12,000 people to play First Division Middlesbrough. 


For this is the first time 
the club has ever reached 
the third round of the F.A. 
Cup in 90 years and indeed, 
the first time they have ever 
played a club from Division 
One of the Football League 
in any serious competition. 

The cup “fever” in High 
Wycombe has been reminis- 
cent of the Blues F.A. 
Amateur Cup final 
appearance in 1957. Many 
will remember the scenes 
after the Wanderers had lost 
against Bishop Auckland. 

Tickets for tomorrow’s 
match went like hot cakes. 
In fact the first time they 
went on sale the clubhouse 
was not open until 10 a.m. 
but the queue was forming 
as early as 7.30. At its peak it 
stretched from inside the 
ground to Wycombe 
Hospital. 


‘Incredible’ 


Treasurer Roger Lee describ- 
ed the response as “incredible” 
and praised the people who had 


waited patiently for their tickets 
in the rain. 

In a few hours, all but a few 
tickets had been sold and the 
club expect the full 12,000 limit 
for the match. The “gate,” in- 
cidentally, was fixed by the club 
and the police with safety and 
comfort in mind.
